The Causes of Allergy Remain Largely a 


Mystery to Science 


Wet long ago the newspapers report- 


ed the case of a young girl who died in 
a fatal attack of asthma 15 minutes af- 
ter being stung by a bee. This, while 
unusual, is now recognized as a pos- 


. fcible manifestation of hypersensitivity, 
- or of the condition that is coming to 


be commonly known as allergy. 


There are various degrees of allergy, 


but nobody knows just why we be- 
come sensitive to one substance and 
not sensitive to another. 


Some people are sensitive to om 


specific item—for example, strawber- 
ries. Yet they may be sensitive to 
-strawberries grown in one part of the 
country and not to strawberries grown 
in some other part of the country. 


The degree of sensitiveness varies in 


different peopje. Some people who arc 
sensitive to eggs cannot tolerate ever 
the tiniest amount, and instances are 
known in when a person who was 
sensitive to egg became ill after kiss- 
ing another person who had just eaten 
eggs. Some people are very sensitive 
to bees, and cannot tolerate the amount 
of material from a bee that is contain- 
ed in one drop .of honey. 


The person who is hypersensitive 


has certain symptoms which are man- 
ifestations of a mild attack. These 
symptoms include puffiness and itch- 
ing of the eyelids, slight redness of 
the margins of the eyelids, sneezng. 
swelling of the membranes of the no.se. 
excessive secretion of the nose, swell- 


ing of the lips and tongue, and itching 
of the roof of the mouth. 


In extremely severe cases of hyper- 


.'••ensitivity there may be swelling of 
the soft palate, hoarseness, and severe 
swelling of certain tissues in the throat 
This sudden swelling of tissues in the 
throat, which represents an accumula- 
tion of a large amount of fluid, may 
be so serious as to choke the individ- 
ual concerned. 


The asthmatic symptoms that affert 


the lungs are particularly noticeable. 
There is a chronic cough or a spas- 
modic cough, a sudden shortness of 
breath on exerton, and a tendency to 
wheeze on breathing, which are clear- 
ly signs of allergic symptoms affect- 
ing the lungs. Difficulty of breathing 
due to the sudden spasm and closing 
of the tubes through which we breathe 
may become so severe as (o makn it im- 
possible for the person concerned to 
get enough air to sustain life. 


Fortunately methods have been dis- 


covered by which large doses of drugs 
like adrenalin, ephedrine, peinephrine, 
and similar preparations are used to 
sto pthese serious ysmptoms, and to 
bring about prompt recovery. 


It is important, however, that the 


nature of the attack be recogni/.ed 
promptly, and that the physician be 
ready to give the important life-sav- 
ing preparations by injection a.s soon I 
as possible.

Arkansas' plan for aid to the needy 


aged, 
needy blind, and 
dependent 


children were approved by the Social 
Security Board on March 31, 193G, 
March 31, 193G, and March 31, 1936, re- 
spectively. Grants of federal funds to 
the state under these three plans be- 
gan March 1, 193G, April 1, 193C, and 
April 1, 1936. respectively. 


In July 1938, according to estimates 


of the Social Security Board based 
on stale reports for past months there 
was a total of 31,560 individuals re- 
ceiving public assistance from federal 
and state funds in Arkansas. This in- 
cludes 18,600 of the needy aged, 660 
of the blind, and 12,300 children in 
4,500 families. 


The tolal amount of payments to 


recipients from 
combined 
federal, 


state, and local funds for public as- 
sistance in Arkansas during July was 
estimated at $223,400, of which $170,- 
200 was for old-age assistance; $6,000 
for aid to Ihe blind; and $47,200 for aid 
to dependent children. 


Average payments in Arkansas in 


May were $9.12 for old-age assistance; 
$9.12 
for the blind; and $10.52 per fam- 


ily ^for dependent children. 


Total federal grants to Arkansas for 


public assistance 
by June 30, 1938, 


amounted to $2,613,859. Of Ihis amount 
$2,109,420 was for old-age assistance; 
$77,833 for aid to the blind; and $426,- 
605 for aid to dependent children. 


Program of Other Agcncjes 


Material and Child Welfare: The fad- 


eral aspects of the programs for pro- 
motion of maternal and child health; 
protection and care of liomeless, de- 
pendent, and neglected children; lo- 
cating crippled children and provide 
injj medical, surgical, and corrective 
care are administered by the Children's 
Bureau of the Department of La)x>r. 
Under these programs Arkansas had 
received $234,598 by June 30, according 
to treasury statements. This includes 
$157,692 for maternal and child health 
services; $45,418 for services for crip- 
pled children; and $31,488 for child- 
welfare services. 


Public Health: The program under 


which federal funds are given to the 
state to assist them in establishing and 
maintaining adequate 
public health 


services is administered by the Uniled 
States Public Health 
Service. 
By 


June 30, Arkansas had received $406,- 
044 for this purpose, according to 
treasury statements. 


Vocational Rehabilitation: The pro- 


gram 
for 
vocational rehabilitation 


under which physically disabled per- 
sons are trained and placed in gainful 
employment, is administered by the 
Office of Education of the Interior De- 
partment. Reports of this office show 
that on June 30, 1937, Uie latest date 
lor winch figures are available, 431 
persons in Arkansas were in process 
of rehabilitation.

Hot Weather Meals 


Meals for hot summer days are a 


problem, particularly in August when 
gardens are drying up, and the weath- 
er doesn't encourage much effort in 
cooking. Below are two recipes for 
cooling summer dishes sent prepared 
by Miss Gertrude E. Conant, Exten- 
sion nutritionist, University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture. Others 
may be obtained at the office of the 
home demonstration agent, or from the 
loods and nutrition leaders in home 
demonstration clubs. 


A jellied salad which may be used 


as the main dish for a luncheon or 
supper is Jellied Chicken Salad. A 
mature fowl may be used. Clean and 
cook Ihe hen unlil lender in a pres- 
sure cooker, using IVi cups of water- 
to one 3 pound hen. Remove the chick- 
en and cook down the liquor to l'/i 
cups. Season the chicken stock, dis- 
solve 1 lablespoo'n gelatin in it and 
set aside to cool. Cut up the chicken, 
with scissors into IA inch cubes. To 
two cups of cubes, add 1','j cups of 
diced celery, 4 tablespoons chopped 
sweet pepper, and 2 tablespoons chop- 
pod parsley. Mix all ingredients with 
the jellied chicken stock. Spread about 
one inch thick in square shallow pans. 
Decorate the top with thin slices of 
stuffed olives, or curlicues of strips 
of pimienloe, and place in the refrig- 
erator to chill. Cut in squares and

Cavalry Division 


Is Needed in War 


Planes, M a c h i n e Guns, 


Are Fine—But Old Dob- 


bin Is Still Needed

WASHINGTON-The machine age 


enthusiasts have been predicting that 
the airplane, the machine gun, the lank 
and gas will drive the army horse to 
the military boneyard. 
• • 


But just suggest to the arms experts 


that the cavalry is on is last legs and 
you'll get a polite horselaugh. 
And 


22,000 horses and mules in the stream- 
lined U. S. army of 165,000 men will 
join in Hie derisive chorus. 


The experts say that as long as there 


is movement in war and "getting there 
fustest with the mostest" is what 
counts, the superior mobiliy of cavalry 
to other ground forces in rough coun- 
try will remain indispensable. 


They back up this contention with 


lessons of the value of cavalry in the 
current Spanish and Sino-Japanese 
conflicts as well as the World war. 


Roads Not Necessary 


Marshal Foch, supreme commander 


of the Allied army on the western front 
said: "The next war will begin as the 
last war ended—with movement." 


Men and munitions can be brought 


into battle action very rapidly with 
motor cars if networks of good roads 
are available. But off the paved high- 
ways, there are woods, hills, streams, 
ravines and swamps to oppose the pro- 
gress of motor vehicles. And then the 
horse comes in mighty handy! 


The airplane, of course, has greatly 


expanded the range and increased the 
spec dof scouting troop movements. 
Yet when visibility is bad the cavalry 
comes to the rescue. Said General 
Von 
Seeckt, 
late 
commander-in- 


chief of the German army: 


"The aviator has come to aid—not 


replace—the cavalryman. Close recon- 
naissance is left to the cavalryman 
whose vision is not dimmed by cloud- 
ed skies." 


Chinese Use Ponies 


The Spanish General Monasterio's 


cavalry has been highly efficient not 
only as a scouting force, but also in 
attacking. It has often broken through 
the Loyalist flanks and has prevented 
retreating units from reforming their 
lines. 


Japanese officers now arc lamenting 


the lack of adequate cavalry for ef- 
fective flanking movements and quick 
follow-ups of drives against the Chi- 
nese. 
On the other hand, Chinese 


guerillas have found their Mongolian 
ponies extremely useful in making 
sudden raids on Japanese 
outposts, 


followed by quick retreats to the hills' 
or other cover. 


The machine gun was expected to 


doom horse movement on the battle 
field. It has greatly retarded cavalry 
and infantry advances, but there have 
been instances where machine gun- 
ners in defensive positions have bee 
overwhelmed by surprise mounted at- 
tacks. 


Says General Malin Craig, chief of 


staff, U. S. army: "American cavalry 
is not only a scouting force, but it is 
a powerful combat arm. It offers a 
large target but moves faster than the 
infantry. 
Its purpose is to advance 


men with rifles and machine guns. In 
advancing them it can take advan- 
tage of the cover of woods, ravines 
and draws much more easily than any 
motor vehicle." 


On a good road, the infantry marches 


at a rate of 2lfe miles an hour; off- the 
highway its pace is cut down to \\'-, 
miles an hour. (Cavalry can trot an 
average of 8 miles an hour; gallop 
easily at 12 miles an hour. 


Military statisticians say that dur- 


ing the World war large units of cav- 
alry could march 75 miles and arrive 
on the battle field ready for combat 
faster than large units of infantry 
which, on short notice, had to move 
their complete outfits by truck or 
mil. 


In that war the cavalry turned the 


tide on numerous crucial occasions. 
During the race to the sea, 10 French 
and three British cavalry divisions 
iought and marched continuously to 
stop the Germans who used 10 cavalry 
divisions lo extend their flanks. 


In Uie critical British retreat from 


Moris, five brigades of cavalry de- 
layed the German advance until the 
main forces could be reorganized.

Orchard Cover Crops 


Orchard 
men no longer 
wonder 


whether it is advisable to grow a 
cover crop on the bare ground in their 
orchard. Now the problem is to de- 
cide- which cover crop to grow. 


According to information received 


by Clifford L. Smith, county agent, 
from the University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture, vetch Austrian 
winter peas, and bur clover seed were 
in demand by orchard men all over the 
state last year. These crops have all 
proved satisfactory as a cover to pre- 
vent the washing of the soil during 
Ihe heavy winter rains, and have also 
become a valuable source of nitrogen 
to the trees. The majority of Arkan- 
sas orchard men at the present time 
seem slightly in favor of the vetch be- 
cause of seeding costs. 


According to the Colledge's Depart 


merit of Agronomy, 12% pounds of 
vetch on a space 10 feet square is 
equvalent to 350 pounds of nitrate of 
soda per acre. Most of the orchards 
in the state have from 15 to 40 pounds 
of green material on this size space. 


Vetch may be purchased through the 


Hempstead County Farm Bureau at 
S8.30 per heundred, this includes in 
oculation culture. 


Control of Smut 


Although the control of smut is easy 


and relatively cheap, many Hemp 
stead county farmers still plant un 
treated seed with often a loss of 15 to 
20 per cent resulting from smut. 


Glats should not be consdeired smut 


free unless treated, because the seec 
may become nfested in the field before 
harvest or at any time until planted 
And there is no way of looking at the 
seed and telling whether or not it i, 
infected. 


The most common way of controll- 


ing smut is by the use of formaldehyde, 
says Charles F. Simmons, Extenson 
Agronomist, University of Arkansa 
College of Agriculture. 


When the formaldehyde method i. 


used, the oats are piled on a clean 
floor, canvas, or tight wagon bed. O'ne 
Pint of 40 per cent formaldehyde is

iWon a Battle After 
Peace Was Declared 


j "FLUSHED with his victory over 
'•*• the Creek Indians, distinguished 
fior his triumphs in the face of 
(army discord, scarcity of food and 
other difficulties,,Andrew Jackson 
•stood on the threshold of his na- 
tional career in August, 1814. He 
was then in command at Mobile, 
a major-general in the regular 
army. 


On Sept. 14, the British attacked 


Fort Bowyer on Mobile Point and 
were repulsed. Entering Spanish 
territory, 
they then retired to 


Pensacola. Jackson asked orders to 
attack; none came. But he at- 
tacked anyhow with a force of 
3000 troops. His victory proved 
tremendously important since it 
made possible a defense of New 
Orleans, and here Jackson arrived 
Dec. 1. 


With frenzied energy the border 


captain set up defenses after pro- 
claiming martial law. His army 
was a motley one—regulars, mili- 
tia from neighboring states, a few 
pirates, a battalion of Negroes— 
but Jackson fused his men with 
the fire of battle and on Jan. 8, 
1815. defeated the British in a 
sweeping slaughter. Jackson had 
scored the greatest American vic- 
tory on land during the entire War 
of 1812. but he had achieved it two 
weeks after the treaty of peace 
had been signed at Ghent. Dec. 24. 
1814.
